Control of Timber 


1. The Ministry of Supply give notice that the existing Control 
of Timber Orders have been revised and re-issued in consolidated 
form. With the exception of the Control of Growing Trees and 
Home Grown Round Timber in the Log (No. 1) Order, 1944 (see 
Board of Trade Journal 1st April 1944, page 126), and the Control 
of Timber (No. 30) (Kiln Drying) Order, 1944 (see Board of T'rade 
Journal, 12th February 1944, page 55), which are not affected, 
all the Control of Timber Orders which are still operative have 
been revoked and replaced by the following, which come into 
operation on 4th September 1944 :— 

The Control of Timber (No. 32) (General Provisions) Order, 
1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 917, price 4d.), containing licensing 
and other general provisions. 

The Control of Timber (No. 33) (Imported Timber Prices) 
Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 918, price 1s. 2d.), providing 
fixed prices for imported timber other than mining timber. 

The Control of Timber (No. 34) (Home Grown Timber Prices) 
Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 919, price 6d.), providing 
maximum prices for home grown timber other than round 
timber in the log and mining timber. 

The Control of Timber (No. 35) (Mining Timber Prices) Order, 
1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 920, price 3d.), providing fixed prices 
for imported mining timber and maximum prices for home grown 
mining timber. 

The Control of Timber (No. 36) (Plywood Prices) Order, 1944 
(S. R. & O. 1944 No. 921, price 4d.), providing fixed prices for 
plywood. 


The General Provisions Order 

2. This Order contains all the licensing and other general 
provisions which were formerly contained in Orders Nos. 14, 21 
(along with the Directions under it), 24 and 29. It is divided 
into: Part I—regulation for dealings and use, Part II—general 
provisions as to prices, Part I1[—records and returns, Part [V— 
exemptions and special provisions dealing with small transactions, 
fuelwood, use of old stock, conversion of home grown timber, 
etc., Part V—interpretation, revocations, etc. Its contents are 
summarised in full with references to the previous provisions it 
replaces on the first page of the Order. 

3. Although this Order is primarily concerned with licensing 
matters and not with prices, and although the four separate 
Orders referred to below provide prices for imported, home 
grown and mining timber and for plywood respectively, it has 
been found convenient to include in the General Provisions Order 
the provisions dealing with the maximum prices of recovered- 
unclassified material and of material fit only for fuel purposes, 
and also the regulation of transactions not exceeding £1 in value, 
which are common to all descriptions of timber and to plywood. 
Accordingly, the four prices Orders exclude these from their 
provisions. 

4. The general provisions with regard to the licensing of 
timber, plywood, boxboards and veneer remain unchanged 
except that (a) the provisions in regard to small transactions are 
altered slightly to allow more than one purchase to be made 
during a calendar month provided the total price of the material 
acquired during that month does not exceed £1; (b) the former 
exemptions in respect of the timber known in the South Wales 
coal trade as ‘‘ pitwood,”’ whereby it could be acquired and 
used as mining timber without licence and was free from price 
control when bought for such use, are cancelled ; (c) maximum 





prices for fuelwood are now set out in the Third Schedule and 
differ in some cases from those formerly provided ; and wood 
fit only for conversion to kindling wood is now brought within 
the provisions as to fuelwood, etc.; and (d) round timber or 
underwood of which the butt diameter measured under bark or 
without bark does not exceed 3 inches is excluded from the 
definition of ‘‘ timber ”’ and therefore is uncontrolled, the former 
limit for this purpose having been 24 inches. 


The Imported Timber Prices Order 

5. This Order deals with the prices of all imported timber 
other than mining timber and its price tables supersede those 
contained in the No. 21 Order. Apart from the exclusions 
mentioned in 3 above, the Order also excludes imported pulp- 
wood, which is dealt with in the Control of Paper Orders. Re- 
ference back to previous Orders is now required only for the 
prices of any old private stock that may still be in existence. 

6. There are no major alterations and no change in the general 
level of prices, the principal modifications being as follows :- 

(i) New tables have been provided for aero grades of silver 
spruce, Douglas fir, Noble fir and western hemlock, in which price 
differentials between the various grades have been modified 
without altering the overall price level. The tables for Douglas 
fir long timbers, battery stock and railway sleepers have been 
revised in conformity with current grading, and new tables are 
included for longboards of all species and for some additional 
Pacific Coast. softwoods. Minor additions have also been made 
to the composite table in the sawn goods section, notably the 
inclusion of select merchantable Douglas fir and further grades of 
clears. In the table for silver spruce clears prices are now 
provided for ends under 3 inches thick. The prices of merchant- 
able Quebec red pine have been reduced to remove an anomaly 
and to facilitate substitution ; 

(ii) New tables have been provided for most of the American 
hardwoods in order to cover species, grades and thicknesses, 
which were not previously imported ; most of the new hard- 
woods have been grouped with those (better known) species for 
which they are intended to be used as substitutes, e.g., pecan 
grouped with hickory, Dahoma and Danta with Iroko, N’gollon 
(or French W. African mahogany) with African mahogany. In 
the cases of Okoume and purpleheart, however, this was not 
practicable, and therefore new tables are provided, and similarly 
rock-elm lumber has been given a separate table ; 

(iii) Tables relating to imported timber of which stocks are 
practically exhausted have been deleted. 


The Home-grown Timber Prices Order 

7. This Order deals witb the prices of all home grown timber 
other than mining timber, and includes price tables for home 
grown converted softwood, home grown converted hardwood, 
telegraph and transmission poles, and sleepers and crossing 
timbers. The tables in the Order supersede those contained in 
Orders Nos. 17, 19, 23 and 28. Apart from the exclusions men- 
tioned in 3 above, the Order also excludes round timber in 
the log—unless prepared for use as a telegraph or transmission 
pole or prepared for use as pulpwood—which is dealt with in the 
Control of Growing Trees and Home Grown Round Timber in the 
Log Order. 

8. ThisOrder abolishesthe necessity in pricing converted timber 
of adding to a basis price percentages varying according to the 
type of mill occupied by the seller or the circumstances in which 
the seller (if not the occupier of a mill) is operating. The various 
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different prices so arrived at have been set out in the tables in 
five columns (softwood) and four columns (hardwood), so that for 
quantities of 20 cubic feet and over the maximum price is readily 
ascertainable by any trader as soon as he has determined the price 
column appropriate to the transaction, since to this price there 
only fall to be added where applicable the extras for specified 
widths and lengths (softwood) and for certain thin boards (hard- 
wood) together with the percentage addition for seasoning in 
stick when appropriate. This is an alteration which it is expected 
will be welcomed by the trade. 

The other principal modifications made by the Order are as 
follows : (i) The instructions for ascertaining maximum prices are 
revised ; (ii) A number of prices not hitherto contained in the 
tables but provided by the Ministry on application are now 
printed in the tables ; (iii) In place of the extra of up to 25 per 
cent. provided in the No. 19 Order for cases where certain hard- 
woods cut through and through were square edged by the seller, 
the converted hardwoods table now includes prices for hard- 
woods sawn square edged ; (iv) Prices are now printed for hard- 
woods sawn through and through in thicknesses of less than 
1} inches and an extra may be added where certain hardwoods 
sawn through and through are required in thicknesses of $ inch 
or less and where certain hardwoods sawn square edged are 
required in thicknesses of ? inch or less ; (v) Five per cent. may 
now be added by the occupier of a certified pole depot to the 
maximum basis price for telegraph and transmission poles that 
have been acquired by, but have not been actually delivered to, 
that certified pole depot. 


The Mining Timber Prices Order 

9. This Order deals with the prices of all mining timber both 
imported and home grown and includes price tables as follows :— 
Part I. Imported mining timber: Table 1, pitprops in the round 
sawn into lengths only; Table 2, other mining timber ; Table 3, 
fixed additions for pitprops described in Table 1, converted to 
form stated. Part I. 
pitprops and bars cut to lengths; Table 2, long pitprops ; 
Table 3, round pitwood sold by weight; Table 4, long mining 
timber; Table 5, sawn props; Table 6, sawn pillarwood ; 
Table 7, slabs for covering wood sold by weight, and Table 8, 
sawn mining timber. 

These tables supersede those formerly contained in Orders 
Nos. 17, 18, 21 and 26. 

10. There are no major alterations and no change in the 
general level of prices, the principal modifications being as 
follows :— 

(a) The instructions for ascertaining fixed and maximum 
prices are revised ; (b) certain prices not hitherto contained in 
the tables but specially fixed by the Ministry are now printed 
in the tables. These occur in the imported pitprops and in the 
home grown long pitprops tables; (c) maximum prices for 
home grown pillarwood are brought into line with those for sawn 
props; (d) delivered prices are provided for home grown long 
pitwood, instead of the at station prices hitherto ruling. This 
has the effect of simplifying transport subsidy arrangements. 


The Plywood Prices Order 

11. This Order deals with the prices of all plywood imported as 
well as home produced, and its tables supersede those contained 
in the No. 16 Order. 

12. There are no major alterations and no change in the 
general level of prices, the principal modifications being as 
follows :— 

(i) The tables for Douglas fir (Oregon and Canadian pine) 
and hemlock plywood have been revised in conformity with 
current grading and certain of the price differentials have been 
altered without altering the existing price level ; 

(ii) New tables have been provided to cover species which 
were not previously imported but which have been shipped under 
Lend/Lease or obtained from new sources of supply. Most of 
these new plywoods (gum, tupelo, sycamore, basswood, willow, 
maple and magnolia) have been grouped with cottonwood, 
poplar and beech for which they can be substituted, but in the 
case of ponderosa pine and Parana pine this was not possible 
and new tables have been provided ; 

(iii) Tables relating to plywood of which stocks are practically 
exhausted have been deleted. 

13. Common to all the price Orders is a new provision whereby 
the buyer has the right to require a statement from the seller 
showing how the price is made up in relation to the Order so 
that he can verify that the price is in conformity with the 
provisions of the Order.

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TECHNICAL PLYWOOD SECTION 


Owing to shortage of staff and greatly increased calls on the 
**Saro”’ management, Mr. Arthur H. Scroggs, who has been in 
charge of the Technical Plywood Section of the Timber Contro] 
since its inception, has been granted three months leave of 
absence and has resumed his duties as a director of “‘ Saro.”’ 

Mr. A. D. Wood has taken over control of the Technical Ply- 
wood Section at Maidenhead, 


Control of Bolts, Nuts, Screws, Screw Studs, 
Washers and Rivets 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Bolts, Nuts, 
Screws, Screw Studs, Washers and Rivets (No. 5) Order, 1944 
(S. R. & O. 1944 No. 910, price 1d.) which amends the Control 
of Bolts, Nuts, etc. (Nos. 1, 3 and 4) Orders, 1943. The principal 
alterations are: (1) reductions in the maximum prices for certain 
aircraft bolts, nuts and screws; (2) increases in the maximum 
price of certain black steel bolts and nuts ; (3) increases in the 
maximum prices for steel wood screws and reductions in the 
maximum prices for brass wood screws ; (4) the introduction of 
maximum prices for certain bolts, studs and screws of specifica- 
tions not hitherto included, and (5) the introduction of maximum 
prices for sales of black bolts and nuts by merchants. 

The Second Schedule to the existing Order and the Related 
Schedules are revoked and are replaced by a new Second Schedule 
and new Related Schedules. 


Control of Iron and Steel 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of the Iron and 
Steel (No. 35) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 909, price 1d.) 
which alters the existing Control of Iron and Steel Orders, the 
principal alterations being: (1) The Distribution Scheme has 
been amended, (a) in regard to springs, to control only the iron 
and steel for their manufacture, and not the acquisition and 
disposal of finished springs, and (b) to free the acquisition and 
disposal of used wire netting, in any quantity, from licence or 
authorisation. (2) The maximum prices for iron castings and for 
manufactured iron (wrought iron) are increased. (3) Maximum 
prices are imposed for the first time on certain types of cold drawn 
tubes, and (4) the control of merchants’ (including stockholding 
merchants’) selling prices is extended to include a number of 
products not hitherto price controlled for sales by merchants, 
and by fixing margins which may be added by merchants other 
than stockholding merchants. A number of related Price 
Schedules are revoked and replaced by new Schedules. 


Corsets 


The Board of Trade have issued the Corsets*(Manufacture and 
Supply) (No. 9) Directions (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 962, price 3d.) 
which come into force on Ist September and replace the (No. 8) 
Directions (see Board of Trade Journal, 26th February 1944, 
page 69). 

The quota provisions are extended for a further six months at 
the present rate. 

The conditions governing the supply of surgical corsets have 
been modified. Under the new arrangements two certificates 
will no longer be required ; persons on the List of Manufacturers 
of Surgical Corsets will be allowed to supply such corsets outside 
quota against a single medical certificate made and signed by a 
registered medical practitioner, and containing: (a) the name 
and address of the practitioner ; (b) the name and address of the 
patient ; (c) the date on which the certificate was given; (d) a 
statement that the patient is suffering from one or more of an 
approved list of conditions and that he consequently needs a 
surgical corset. 

This certificate may not be made out on a form issued by or on 
behalf of a corset supplier. The approved list of conditions has 
been drawn up by the Ministry of Health in consultation with 
the British Medical Association. 

All manufacturers of surgical corsets, whether registered or 
unregistered, must pass these certificates to the Directorate of 
Medical Supplies if they wish to obtain replacement of the 
materials used. 

Surgical corsets may still be supplied outside quota under the 
two-certificate system until the end of November 1944, provided 
that the first certificate was signed by the doctor not later than 
14th September. 

The following changes have been made in the Utility Schedule : 
(1) Types 3a, 44 and 5a have been merged into types 3, 4 and 5 
respectively, as the cloths 9032-3-5 may now be used for all 
sizes ; (2) Types 7a and 78 have been merged into a single type 7 
with new ceiling prices. Type 7 corsets may not be made in 
sizes above 32 inches; (3) Cloths 9032 and 9035 may now be 
used for corselettes, which need no longer be made in even sizes 
only ; (4) Cloths 9032, 9033 and 9035 may now be used for busk 
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front wraprounds ; (5) Usage of elastic (now made from synthetic 
rubber) in the various types of corset has been limited by area 
instead of by weight. The areas which may be used for brassieres 
have been increased ; (6) A new cloth 9092 has been included in 
the Schedule ; (7) Cloths 9070 and 9092 may not be used in sizes 
above 32 inches or cloths 9090 and 9091 in sizes above 30 inches ; 
cloth 9030 may not be used as a body cloth for any corset ; 
cloth 9011 (a new number for cloth of similar specification to 
cloth 3993) may be used for inter-lining ; (8) the ceiling prices 
for Type 6 corsets made of cloths 9031 and 9034 have been 
increased, . 

Where a manufacturer has begun production of any corset 
the manufacture of which was permitted under the No. 8 Direc- 
tions but is not permitted under the new Directions, he is allowed 
till the end of September to complete the manufacture of that 
corset and till the end of October to supply it.

Reconditioned Rubber Boots 


As from lst September, reconditioned rubber boots, complying 
with the Board of Trade specification and marked XRB, may be 
sold permit-free and at 3 coupons a pair. The maximum price 
that may be charged by a registered reconditioner selling to 
another trader who is not a registered reconditioner will be 16s. 
and the maximum retail price will be 24s., including purchase tax. 

These charges are authorised by a General Licence (S. R. & O. 
1944 No. 960, price 1d.) and by the Reconditioned Rubber Boots 
(No. 2) Order, 1944 (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 961, price 1d.), which 
also cancels the previous scheme requiring the surrender of a 
pair of repairable boots in exchange for every pair sold. These 
Orders do not affect the position of other second-hand or recon- 
ditioned boots, which remain subject to the usual permit restric- 
tions and full coupon value (6). 

Retailers will now be permitted to hold stocks, and may obtain 
boots from the following registered reconditioners :—Nu Shoe 
Repairs (Huddersfield) Ltd., 41 Market Street, Huddersfield ; R.

Lasts for Boots and Shoes 


The Board of Trade announce that the Lasts (Control) Order 
(S. R. & O. 1944 No. 949, price 1d.) will come into force on 
3lst August. This Order replaces the Lasts (Control) Order, 1943 
(see Board of Trade Journal, 29th May 1943, p. 202). It contains 
all the provisions of the original Order subject to the following 
amendments :— 

(1) The manufacture of repairers’ lasts is now exempted from 
control. 

(2) Last manufacturers may now manufacture and supply to 
registered footwear manufacturers lasts where the footwear 
manufacturer has certified that the lasts will be used solely for 
the manufacture of experimental footwear which will not be sold. 

The number of pairs of experimental lasts which a footwear 
manufacturer may acquire in any production period is limited 
to 2 per cent. of the first 200 pairs plus 0-01 per cent. of the 
remainder of his licensed pairage for that period. 


Supply of Blankets against Priority Dockets 


Retailers who are accepting Priority Dockets for National 
Price Controlled blankets are asked to note the following supple- 
mentary advice on the use of these dockets :— 

(1) The purpose of the dockets is to bring forward supplies 
within the normal trade channels. Retailers should, therefore, 
send dockets only to their regular suppliers ; (2) For the same 
reason retailers who obtain blankets from several sources should 
distribute their docket orders among all their suppliers. This is 
important because a particular supplier may be temporarily 
unable to meet their orders ; (3) In order to avoid unnecessary 
correspondence retailers should specify in their orders the N.P.C. 
number, size and weight of the blankets they want. No guarantee 
can, however, be given that the specified colours or weights will 
always be available, and retailers are, therefore, advised to accept 
against dockets whatever type of N.P.C. blankets their suppliers 
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can offer at the time; (4) Finally retailers are reminded that if 
they have N.P.C. blankets in stock they should supply these to 
customers presenting dockets before they pass the dockets back 
to their suppliers for replacement. 


Civilian Uniforms 


The special rationing arrangements for the provision of essential 
civilian uniform will remain in operation during the forthcoming 
uniform year beginning on Ist September 1944. The Board of 
Trade have, however, decided to make a special concession to 
uniform wearers who have been in uniform for two or more years 
and who have surrendered the coupons due from them, since it is 
felt that hardship might be caused in certain cases were a further 
coupon contribution required from people in this category. 

The arrangements for next year will be as follows :— 

(1) All wearers of uniform who have been in uniform for two 
or more years and have surrendered the coupons due from them 
will have a free year during 1944-45. 

(2) All who received their first uniform outfit during the second 
uniform year, t.e., after lst September 1942 and before Ist Sep- 
tember 1943, must surrender only the balance of coupons necessary 
to bring them up to two full years’ surrender at the present rates ; 

(3) Those who entered uniformed employment after Ist Sep- 
tember 1943 will pay the standard rates as at present during 
194445. 

Further details will be announced by the Board of Trade later. 


Toilet Preparations Advisory Committee 


The Board of Trade have appointed Mr. A. J. Black (of 
Dorothy Gray Ltd.) to be a member of the Toilet Preparations 
Advisory Committee. 


Anti-freeze Mixtures 


Supplies of glycerine are now available for the production of 
anti-freeze mixtures, and the Control of Engine, etc., Anti- Freeze 
(No. 2) Order, 1944, price Id.) (S. R. & O. 1944 No. 930) has 
accordingly been made by the Minister of Supply releasing any 
material containing not less than 90 per cent. of glycerol from 
the restrictions on production, disposal and acquisition of anti- 
freeze materials imposed by the Control of Engine, etc., Anti- 
Freeze (No. 1) Order, 1942 (see Board of Trade Journal, 21st 
February 1922, page 104). 

Formerly certain vehicle operators who held permits issued by 
the Ministry of War Transport were allowed to purchase supplies 
of ethylene glycol anti-freeze. As the manufacture of anti-freeze 
from glycerine is no longer prohibited this system will now cease. 


War Risks Insurance Act 1939 (Part II) 


COMMODITY INSURANCE SCHEME 

The Board of Trade have, with the approval of the Treasury, 
decided that in respect of the period beginning 3rd September 
1944 and ending 2nd December 1944 the rate of premium payable 
under any policy under the Commodity Insurance Scheme shall 
continue to be at the rate of 5s. per cent. for three months (or 
1s. 8d. per cent. per month). 

Effect has been given to this decision by the War Risks 
(Commodity Insurance) (No. 3) Order, 1944 (8S. R. & O. 1944 
No. 971, price Id.).

British Standard Specifications 


BRITISH STANDARDS INSTITUTION 
HELPS THE NATIONAL FOOD DRIVE 

The British Standards Institution is having a small part in 
the national effort to preserve home-produced fruit and vege- 
tables. We all know that rubber articles in contact with food- 
stuffs must be of such a nature that they will not impart a taste 
or odour nor be deleterious to the food, and to ensure this 
requires specialised knowledge both of foodstuffs and of rubber, 
especially in these days of “ reclaim rubber.” 

The Ministry of Food and the Federation of British Rubber 
and Allied Manufacturers’ Associations and the Research 
Association of the British Rubber Manufacturers, therefore 
collaborated in drawing up suitable “rules” or specification 
for the manufacture of rubber sealing rings for domestic pre- 
serving jars for fruit and vegetables and asked the British 
Standards Institution, which is the national standardising 
organisation in this country, to publish it as a British Standard. 

This specification is now available as B.S. No. 1169, and may 
be obtained from the Offices of the British Standards Institution, 
28 Victoria Street, London, 8.W.1, price 2s. post free. 

The specification has been adapted to the requirements of 
the appropriate Rubber Control Specification, and makes 
recommendations as to the type of compound which will produce 
a satisfactory ring and suggests certain ingredients which have 
been found satisfactory. 

It covers rings made of natural, synthetic and reclaimed rubber. 

Tests are given by which it may be ascertained that the rings 
comply with the specification.

TRANSMISSION BELTING

The form of the specifications follows exactly that in the 
specifications 1035-1040, etc., the detailed chemical composition 
and other technical requirements are given separately for each 
specification, and there is a general section applicable to all 
three specifications covering such points as freedom from 
defects, marking, sizes, selection of test pieces, etc.

Postal Notices 


DELAYED E.F.M. TELEGRAMS FROM SINGAPORE 

The Postmaster-General makes the following statement. A 
large consignment of E.F.M. telegrams which were handed in at 
Singapore during the period immediately preceding the capitula- 
tion of the City on 21st February 1942 has recently reached this 
country. The telegrams are for addresses throughout the 
United Kingdom. These telegrams have now been decoded 
and delivered to the addressees with a personal note from the 
Postmaster-General in the following terms :— 
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26th August 1944 


“In sending you the enclosed telegram the Postmaster-General 
would like to explain that it is one of a large number which have 
only recently arrived in this country from the Far East. As you 
will see, it was handed in at Singapore over two years ago, shortly 
before the fall of the city and of course any statements made in 
the telegram may no longer be true. 

“ The Postmaster-General can only regret that the vicissitudes 
of war have caused such a long delay and so make the message 
completely out of date. 

“ He feels that, despite the lapse of time, you would wish to 
be in possession of this telegram. He realises that you have 
suffered, and may still be suffering, anxiety or sorrow as to the 
fate of the sender, and he asks you to accept his sympathy.” 


BLACKBERRIES THROUGH THE POST 

Blackberry crops promise to be heavy this year, and quantities 
of them’ will soon be gathered from the hedgerows and sent 
through the post. 

Many of these parcels are inadequately packed and have to be 
stopped because of the risk of damage to other packets. When 
such damage does occur the sender of the damaging parcel is 
liable to be called on to pay compensation. Apart from this, 
the fruit has usually to be destroyed and the food value is lost. 

Parcels containing soft fruit must be packed so that the juice 
cannot come out. A tin or metal box, with the lid securely tied 
with string crossing it in two directions should be used, and the 
lid must fit so tightly that juice cannot come out even if the 
parcel is turned on its side. 

The parcel should be plainly marked “ Fruit with care.” 

The Postmaster-General realises that suitable tin or metal 
boxes are difficult to obtain, and in the general interest he 
earnestly appeals to the public not to despatch parcels of black- 
berries unless packed to fulfil the conditions described above. 

Cardboard or wooden boxes or chip or wicker baskets are not 
suitable. 


CIVIL POSTAL SERVICE WITH ITALY 

The Postmaster-General announces that the civil postal service 
with Italy has now been extencied to the province of Rome and 
to the provinces of Campobasso, Littoria, Frosinone, Aquila, 
Chieti, Pescara, Teramo and Foggia. 

The service is restricted to unregistered letters not exceeding 
2 ounces in weight and postcards, of a purely personal nature. 
No business, commercial or financial correspondence is allowed. 

No Air Mail, Money Order or Parcel Post facilities are at 
present available. 


EXTENSION OF CIVILIAN AIR LETTER SERVICE AND 
REDUCTION IN POSTAGE RATE FOR CIVILIAN 
ATRGRAPHS 


The Postmaster-General announces that the 6d. air letter: 


service, which has hitherto been available only for communication 
with members of the Forces and the Merchant Navy overseas, 
and with civilians in British West Africa, will be made available 
on and from 24th of August for communications addressed to 
civilians in Empire and British-mandated territories in Africa, 
Asia and the Pacific, the principal countries concerned being 
Australia, New Zealand, Union of South Africa, Southern 
Rhodesia, India, Ceylon, East Africa and Palestine. The 
service will also extend to Malta, Egypt, Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, 
Iraq and Iran. Particulars of other territories in Africa, Asia and 
the Pacific to which the service will be available may be obtained 
on enquiry at any Post Office. 

Concurrently with the introduction of the civilian air letter 
service, the postage rate for airgraph messages for civilian 
addresses in all countries, including countries mentioned above, 
to which the airgraph service extends will be reduced from 8d. 
to 3d. 

Air letters, which unlike the 1s. 3d. air mail will normally be 
carried all the way by air, must be written on the special air 
letter forms already available at Post Offices price 6d., including 
postage, or on privately manufactured air letter forms bearing 
an indication that they have been approved by the Postmaster- 
General. No other type of form may be used, and no enclosure 
is permitted. Air letters cannot be accepted for registration. 
There will be no change in the ordinary air mail services, at 
ls. 3d. a half ounce, to the countries to which the service extends ; 
on account of their bulk, ordinary air mails have still to be sent 
part of the way by sea.

The Postmaster-General has appointed Mr. G. R. Parsons to 
be his Principal Private Secretary and to be Secretary of the 
Post Office Board and of the Post Office Advisory Council. 


AIR MAIL TO PRISONERS OF WAR IN GERMANY 


As there appears to be some uncertainty whether letters can 
again be sent by air mail to prisoners of war in Germany, the 
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Post Office reminds the public that the air mail service to prisoners 
of war and internees in Europe is again in operation. The air 
postage rates are the same as formerly, namely, 5d. for the first 
ounce and 3d. for each additional ounce (postcards 2$d.), and 
special air letter cards are on sale at the principal Post Offices, 
price 3d. each inclusive.

MARKING OF IMPORTED GOODS 


With reference to the regulations concerning the marking of 
the country of origin of printed or lithographed containers, 
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labels, stickers or wrappers, H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner 
at Ottawa has forwarded a copy of Memorandum Series D 
No. 1 (Revised 1939), Supplement No. 13, dated 17th July, 
issued by the Department of National Revenue which, in effect, 
amends paragraph (e) of Section 1 of Memorandum Series D 
No. 1 (revised 1939) by the deletion of the words indicated in 
square brackets [ ] as shown below. 

(e) Printed or lithographed containers imported [by a Canadian 
manufacturer] to contain goods [manufactured or produced in 
Canada solely] for export [trade], and printed or lithographed 
labels, stickers or wrappers, imported [by a Ganadian manu- 
facturer] to be attached to goods manufactured or produced in 
Canada [solely] for export trade, may be exempted from the 
provisions of Section 16 of the Customs Tariff Act, provided 
the importer [(who must be the Canadian manufacturer)] signs 
a certificate on the face of each entry as follows :— 

“The containers, labels, stickers or wrappers, described on 
this entry are imported bona fide by the undersigned [manu- 
facturer solely] to contain or to be attached to goods [manu- 
factured or produced by him in Canada] for export and will be 
exported with such goods.”

Export Credits Guarantees 
PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST LOSS 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the purpose 
of encouraging export trade. War conditions have greatly 
increased the risks to which exporters are exposed in overseas 
trading, and the Department has put into operation special 
facilities giving them protection against these risks on 
exceptionally favourable terms. 

The standard form of cover is the War Emergency policy 
which covers the exporter of consumable goods sold for cash, 
or on short credit, from the time he books an order until he 
receives the amouut due to him in payment for the goods. 
An exporter who is prepared to insure with the Department the 
whole of his export orders can thus obtain protection against 
loss due to :— 

(a) his buyer’s insolvency ; 

(6) exchange restrictions in the buyer’s country ; 

(c) events such as war in the buyer’s country preventing pay- 

ment for goods shipped or preventing their delivery ; 

(d) additional handling, insurance and freight charges not 

covered by Marine or Government war risk policies 
caused by interruption or diversion (through British 
Government instructions) of the voyage on which the 
goods are shipped. 

The cover at present available is either 85 per cent. or 90 per 
cent., according to the particular risk. 

The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters 
to quote firm c.i.f. prices some months ahead of shipment. 
Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any c.i.f. trans- 
action are covered against any rise in marine insurance, Govern- 
ment war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within an 
agreed period (normally six months). 

Other policies are available to meet special requirements of 
exporters in particular cases. 

The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and 
transactions.

ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING

POINTS from the Speech of the Chairman 


The Rt. Hon. LORD TRENT 


SHAREHOLDERS WILL BE INTERESTED TO KNOW that 
during the years 1930-1940 the Company spent on development 
of the business over £6,000,000, of which £3,820,000 was from 
profits. I would like to quote a paragraph from my speech in 1934. 
“* Our own Company, in the period since 1930 — thet is, during the 
depth of the depression —has spent £2,147,972 on properties, 
fixtures, and plant. This has meant that large numbers of people have 
been given employment by the firm quite apart from our own 17,788 
employees, an achievement only possible because we had the finds 
available and because the Directors had sufficient faith both in the 
firm and in the country to put the work in hand in bad times.” 


IT IS SOMETIMES STATED THAT THE MULTIPLE SHOPS 
are driving the individual shopkeeper out of business. That this is 
not so in the chemist’s business is shewn by the fact that during the 
twenty years between the wars, the number of chemists’ shops in this 
country increased by 5,000 or 50% according to the most reliable 
figures available. I have no hesitation in saying that largely thanks 
to our example the public were getting a much better and more 
complete chemist’s service at a lower cost in 1939 than they were 
in 1919. 
DURING THE YEAR WE HAVE INCREASED SUBSTANTI- 
ALLY the liquid reserves of the Company. Though we have as far 
as possible kept our plant up to date, it has been worked very hard 
during the past five years. In addition there is a great accumulation 
of deferred repairs and renewals of damaged shops and premises. 
These arrears will have to be caught up at the earliest moment. 
THE YEAR HAS BEEN AN EXCEEDINGLY BUSY ONE 
for all sections of the business and many records have been broken, 
the number of prescriptions dispensed, and sales both Retail and Ex- 
port all have reached new high levels. 
OUR SCHEME OF ALLOWANCES to the permanent members 
of the staff in the Forces has been revised to benefit particularly the 
lower-paid worker.
